(b) possessing the following educational qualifications 
and experience ; 

(i) Degree from a recognised University or equiva¬ 
lent, 

(ii) three years experience fn a supervisory capacity 
in handing material management/storcs pre¬ 
ferably of Cinc/Photography equipment. 

The departmental officers in the feeder cate¬ 
gory who are in the direct line of promotion 
shall not be eligible for consideration for 
appointment on deputation. 

Similarly, deputationists shall not be eligible 
for consideration for appointment by promo¬ 
tion.
